The  affected 
person  told  the  committee  that  he  was  in  a 
run-down  condition  owing  to  overwork, 
business  worries  and  domestic  trouble.  He 
had  taken  the  drug  for  two  years,  but  would 
never  make  the  same  mistake  again.  He 
had  at  one  time  been  a  branch  manager  for 
Boots,  Ltd.,  and  later  managed  a  branch  of 
another  business  in  which  he  invested  £100. 
His  name  had  been  struck  off  the  Register 
on  account  of  non-payment  of  fees,  and  the 
Committee  directed  that  it  should  not  be 
restored  until  application  had  been  made  to 
them  at  the  expiration  of  a  period  of  twelve 
months,  when  they  would  have  to  be 
satisfied  that  in  the  interim  he  had  been 
running  straight  and  abstaining  from  the 
use  of  drugs.

Overseas  Trade. — Mr.  Quintin  Hogg 
ed  the  Secretary  to  the  Overseas  Trade 
partment  on  July  27  whether  his  depart- 
nt  undertook  market  researches  in  the 
ritories  in  which  it  was  proposed  to 
end  overseas  trade  after  the  war.  Mr. 
rcourt  Johnstone  replied  that  the  De- 
tment's  overseas  officers,  wherever  sta- 
rted, kept  the  Department  fully  in- 
med  of  changes  in  market  conditions, 
was  his  intention  to  issue  reports  now 
ng  prepared  with  the  co-operation  of 
rseas  officers  dealing  with  (1)  the  gen- 
prospects  for  United  Kingdom  goods 
)articular  markets ;  and  (2)  opportunities 
particular  export  industries  in  all  the 
re  important  markets.  Mr.  Denville 
ed  if  the  Department  had  information 
to  the  nature  of  business  connexions 
sting  pre-war,  particularly  for  goods 
nufactured  in  this  country.  The  reply 
i  that  the  Department  had  a  wide 
wledge  of  the  methods  by  which  U.K. 
ort  interests  arranged  for  the  sale  of 
r  goods  in  overseas  markets.  It  was  the 
sntion  that  contacts  with  distributors 
oad  should  be  even  more  closely  devel- 
d  in  the  future,  and  re-establishment  of 
-war  connexions  with  customers  abroad 
Id  best  be  achieved  by  visits  of  repre- 


sentatives of  U.K.  interests.  Resumption 
of  such  visits  would  be  encouraged  and 
facilitated  so  soon  as  travel  conditions 
permitted. 

Taxation  of  Trading  Expenses. — Sir  James 
Mellor  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer recently  whether  premiums  paid 
by  a  company  to  insure  the  life  of  a  director 
or  employee  in  the  company's  interest  were 
now  admitted  by  the  Inland  Revenue 
authorities  as  a  trading  expense.  Sir  John 
Anderson  replied  that  treatment  for  taxa- 
tion purposes  would  depend  upon  the  facts 
of  a  particular  case,  and  it  rested  with  the 
assessing  authorities  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Appeal,  if  necessary,  to  determine 
liability  by  reference  to  the  facts.  He  was 
advised,  however,  that  the  general  practice 
in  dealing  with  insurance  of  employers  on 
the  lives  of  employees  was  now  to  treat  the 
premiums  as  admissible  deductions,  and 
any  sums  received  under  a  policy  as  trading 
receipts,  if  (1)  the  sole  relationship  was 
that  of  employer  and  employee;  (2)  the 
insurance  was  intended  to  meet  loss  of 
profit  resulting  from  loss  of  services  of  the 
employee ;  and  (3)  it  was  an  annual  or 
short-term  insurance.  Instances  of  pre- 
miums paid  by  companies  to  insure  the 
lives  of  directors  were  similarlv  dealt  with.

To  Go  for  Trial.--  Summoned  at  West 
London  police  court,  on  July  25,  for  alleged 
breaches  of  the  Purchase  Tax  Order,  Mrs. 
Violet  Van  Der  Elst,  described  as  being  in 
control  of  the  Shavex  Zee-Kol  Co.,  Ltd., 
elected  to  go  for  trial.  There  were  five 
charges.  They  related  to  alleged  making  of 
false  returns  of  purchase-tax  payments, 
using  a  private  order  book  which  omitted 
mail-order  sales  liable  to  purchase  tax  ; 
failing  to  register  the  Zee-Kol  Almond  Oil 
Shaving  Soap  Co.  for  purchase-tax  pur- 
poses ;  and  aiding  and  abetting  Zee-Kol 
Almond  Oil  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  in  a  similar 
offence.  The  Shavex  Zee-Kol  Co.,  Ltd., 
and  Marion  Davies  (secretary  of  the  com- 
pany) were  separately  accused  of  making 
false  purchase-tax  returns  and  of  using  a 
false  mail-order  book. 

Committed  on  Larceny  Charge. — In  Dub- 
lin district  court  recently,  Peter  Maginn, 
shopkeeper,  Glandore  Road,  Dublin,  was 
charged  with  having  counselled  and  com- 
manded two  men  named  Samuel  Jennings 
and  Patrick  Walsh  to  break  into  the  phar- 
macy of  Mr.  Peter  Slattery,  Ph.C,  162 
Parnell  Street,  and  steal  two  Leica  cameras, 
value  ^135;  and  further '  with  having  re- 
ceived the  cameras,  knowing  them  to  have 
been  stolen.  Evidence  was  given  that  the 
cameras  had  been  traced  to  Belfast,  where 
they  had  been  offered  for  sale  in  a  shop 
owned  by. Maginn.  Jennings  stated  in  evi- 
dence that  Maginn  pointed  out  the  cameras 
to  himself  and  Walsh  in  Mr.  Slattery 's  shop 
window,  and  said:  "I  would  buy  those 
from  you."  Subsequently  they  broke  the 
shop  window  with  a  stone,  stole  the  cam- 
eras, and  sold  them  to  Maginn  for  ^35. 
Maginn  was  returned  for  trial. 

Dublin  Abortionist  Sentenced. — At  the 
Circuit  Criminal  Court,  Dublin,  recently, 
William  H.  Coleman,  who  described  himself 
as  an  electro-therapeutist,  Merrion  Square, 
Dublin,  was  sentenced,  after  a  trial  lasting 
nine  days,  to  fifteen  years'  penal  servitude 
on  a  charge  of  procuring  an  abortion.  It 
was  stated  that  Coleman  had  a  consulting 
room  that  was  a  "  veritable  Aladdin's  cave." 
In  it  was  an  elaborate  set  of  appliances  and 
equipment.  There  was  a  microphone  which 
enabled  anyone  in  the  consulting  room  to 
hear  conversations  in  the  waiting  room. 
In  the  consulting  room  was  a  gynaecological 
chair  of  the  type  used  by  medical  men.  The 
room  also  contained  a  powerful  electric  lamp 
used  for  examination  ;  a  sterilising  tank  for 
instruments ;  a  screen  #-ray  apparatus  ;  and 
a  second  gynaecological  chair.    Off  the  con- 


sulting room  was  a  laboratory,  on  the  sh< 
of  which  were  medicines,  pills  and  ointm< 
some  of  which  were  definitely  associ 
with  the  treatment  of  women  in  conne:

Stephen  Higgins 

An  erudite  note  by  Noel  Blakiston  in  a 
recent  issue  of  "Notes  and  Queries" 
(187,  2,  24)  on  the  derivation  of  the  word 
"Piccadilly"  (still  an  unsolved  problem)  is 
of  interest  to  your  readers.  For  many 
years  there  has  been  a  doubt  as  to  the 
identity  of  "  one  Higgins,  a  tailor,"  who  was 
said  to  have  made  a  fortune  by  the  sale  of 
the  sartorial  appendages  called  picadills, 
and  credited  with  suggesting  the  well-known 
street  name.  It  had  even  been  held  that 
Higgins  was  a  mythical  person.  However, 
the  author  of  the  note  has  discovered  an 
entry  in  the  Privy  Council  Register,  under 
the  date  July  31,  161 9,  showing  that  an 
apothecary  named  Stephen  Higgins  (or 
Higgens)  had  often  been  ordered  to  appear 
before  the  Council  on  charges  of  having 
erected  buildings  in  the  parish  of  the  Savoy, 
near  the  Strand,  "contrary  to  his  Majestie's 
proclamacions."  The  defendant  was  re- 
quired "to  reforme  his  said  offences  or  to 
compound."  The  writer  feels  certain  that 
Higgins  was  father-in-law  to  Robert 
Baker,  who,  it  is  known,  built  "  Pickadilly 
Hall"  in  the  parish  of  St.  Martin-in-the- 
Fields — hence,  probably,  the  original  state- 
ment or  misstatement..  Barrett's  History 
of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London 
contains  several  items  of  information  about 
Higgins.  He  was  one  of  the  first  Wardens 
of  the  Society,  and  was  elected  Master  in 
162 1  and  1638.  His  disputes  with  other 
members  caused  considerable  trouble :  one, 
relating  to  priority  of  place,  reached  such 
proportions  that  it  was  referred  to  the 
Lord  Mayor.  It  may  be  added  that  in 
Johnson's  edition  of  Gerard's  Herbal  (1633) 
blue  bugloss  is  mentioned  as  growing  "in  a 
dry  ditch  at  Pickadilla."  Xrayser

THERE  are  places  in  Britain  where 
the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act, 
1941,  fails  to  operate,  and  where 
the  writ  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  does 
not  run.

ity that  we  encounter.  First  impressions 
count  for  much,  and  the  corporal  who  is  our 
first  contact  welcomes  us  with  a  friendliness 
that  is  typical  of  the  way  we  are  received 
by  everybody  in  the  hospital — officers, 
sergeants  and  privates  alike.  While  we 
wait  for  the  Special  Service  Officer  (Rev. 
Major  Baker)  to  appear,  the  corporal 
reveals  with  some  pride  that  he  is  a  great- 
nephew  of  Florence  Nightingale. 

Presently  our  clearance  comes  through. 
The  Commanding  Officer  having  given  us 
full  permission  to  interview  the  chief 
pharmacist,  we  set  off  with  the  S.S.O. 
Everywhere,  it  seems,  are  Nissen  huts. 
These  are  the  wards,  set  widely  apart  to 
minimise  air-raid  risks,  and  each  under  the 
charge  of  a  nurse  (every  nurse  is  an  officer) 
in  brown-and-white  striped  uniform,  her 
badge  of  rank  on  the  lapel.  Nurses'  hours 
of  duty  are  from  7  a.m.  to  7  p.m.,  with 
breaks  for  luncheon  and  dinner,  but  no 
afternoon  tea. 

A  Sergeant-Pharmacist  and  Some  Others 

We  pass  other  buildings — stores,  x-ray 
rooms,  officers'  mess,  kitchens — before 
reaching  the  pharmacy.  At  the  counter 
a  young  man,  a  white  jacket  in  place  of  his 
regulation  khaki  tunic,  comes  smilingly 
forward.  He  looks  interested  (a  civilian 
is  a  rarity  at  the  hospital),  and  on  discover- 
ing our  mission,  introduces  himself  as 
T/Sgt.  (Technical  Sergeant)  Alfred  J. 
Szklarz,  B.S.  (Pharmacy),  pharmacist  in 
charge.  His  immediate  superior,  Lieutenant 
Sholom  Sussman,  also  a  pharmacist,  is  the 
Medical  Supply  Officer,  and  finds  his  time 
too  fully  taken  up  with  this  task  to  take 
a  hand  in  the  practical  pharmaceutical 
operations.  Unfortunately,  too,  the  Lieu- 
tenant is  off-duty  on  the  day  of  our  visit, 
so  we  are  not  able  to  meet  him  or  to  inspect 
the  stores.  However,  what  we  have  really 
come  to  see  is  the  pharmaceutical  work  of 
the  hospital,  and  the  sergeant-pharmacist 
in  charge  proves  himself  an  excellent  guide. 
First,  he  introduces  us  to  his  staff:  T/3 
Joseph  Rochman,  Ph.Ci .,  a  graduate  of 
Fordham  University,  N.Y. ;  T/4  Fred 
Auletta,  Ph.G.,  a  graduate  of  Connecticut 
University ;  and  T/4  Webb  Weitzel,  of 
New  Orleans,  holder  of  a  U.S.  Army 
qualification  corresponding  approximately 
to  that  of  a  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps 
dispenser.  The  pharmacy  proper  is  a  large 
square  room,  with  centrally-placed  two- 
sided  dispensing  bench,  and  a  wide  space 
between  it  and  the  counter  \yhich  lines 
three  walls.  On  the  fourth  is  a  glass-fronted 


store  fixture  stocked  with  proprietary  d 
and   dressings.     Large   windows  on 
opposite  sides  give  an  abundance  of 
light,  and  a  colour  scheme  of  pale  blue 
yellow  contributes  to  make  the  pharma 
most  pleasant  place  to  work  in. 

For  security  reasons  nothing  can  be 
about  the  number  of  prescriptions 
pensed  each  day  at  the  hospital,  thouj 
is  disclosing  no  secrets  to  mention  that 
are  numerous  enough  to  keep  the 
fully  occupied.  A  few  points  of  differ 
from  English  practice  may,  however 
noted.

The  results  are  being  entered 
on  cards.  The  Kahn  test  has«been  adopted, 
we  are  told,  for  rapid  diagnosing  of  syphilis, 
though  the  Wasserman  test  is  not  entirely 
discarded.  In  fact  it  provides  more  detailed 
result  in  cases  of  doubt.  Beside  the  exam- 
iner on  the  bench  is  a  drying  chamber  of 
polished  metal,  and  at  his  rear  a  refrigerator 
accommodating  reagents  and  supplies. 

Biochemical  Department 

In  the  biochemical  department  a  feature 
that  compels  attention  is  a  rack  containing 
rows  of  bottles  of  copper  sulphate  solution 
of  standard  specific  gravity.  They  are  used 
in  a  protein  test.  The  substance  is  intro- 
duced into  successive  jars  until  it  is  found 
neither  to  fall  nor  to  rise.  The  specific 
gravity  is  then  that  of  the  test  material, 
and  this  gives  the  clue  to  other  properties. 
Practically  all  the  apparatus  in  the  room 
(as  throughout  the  department)  has  been 
brought  over  from  America,  but  on  one 
wall  is  a  Manesty  still  in  full  function.  All 
the  apparatus  and  instruments  are  of  the 
highest  efficiency  and  perfection.  ' '  Artificial 
daylight"  is  used  as  illuminant  to  the 
microscopes. 

A  distinctive  feature  of  the  American 
hospital  system  is  the  strict  attention  given 
to  dietaries.  The  doctor  gives  a  brief 
indication  of  the  nature  of  the  treatment, 
and  a  staff  of  trained  dieticians  accepts 
responsibility  for  providing  suitable  food. 
A  full  menu  of  meals  is  worked  out  and 
supplied  to  the  kitchens  to  which  the 
dieticians'  department  is  attached.  We 
visit  the  kitchens  and  are  immensely 
impressed  with  their  orderliness,  complete- 
ness of  equipment,  and  the  care  taken  to 
provide  the  best  of  food  in  the  best  of  ways. 

In  fine,  we  come  away  with  a  very  strong 
impression  of,  and  admiration  for,  the 
intelligence  and  efficiency  with  which  the 
U.S.  Army  pharmaceutical,  laboratory  and 
dietetic  arrangements  are  being  conducted, 
and  with  the  hope  that,  while  the  Americans 
remain  with  us  in  this  country,  opportuni- 
ties will  be  found  for  increasing  contacts 
between  pharmacists  of  the  two  nations.

of  the  subject ;  another  part  is  the  observa- 
tion that  for  a  considerable  period  after  the 
war  there  will  be  "a  serious  shortage  of 
highly  trained  workers  in  a  great  many 
professions,"  and  that  improvised  methods 
will  not  abolish  this  difficulty  though  they 
may  mitigate  it.  It  is  as  well  to  bear  these 
considerations  in  mind,  for  they  mean,  in 
practical  terms,  that  there  will  be  competi- 
tion from  many  sides  for  trained  scientific 
skill  together  with  a  growing  demand  for 
products  depending  largely  on  the  exercise 
of  this  skill.  Without  attempting  an  ex- 
haustive analysis,  we  propose  to  discuss  the 
report  with  special  mention  of  what  we 
regard  as  its  main  subjects. 

Some  Objectives 

First,  what  are  the  objectives  of  scien- 
tific research  as  applied  to  industry  ?  This 
question  is  raised  in  the  section  dealing  with 
research  associations  ;  we  quote  an  essential 
passage : — 

"Is  it  the  task  of  research  associations 
to  pursue  long-run  programmes  of  applied 
research  in  relation  to  the  processes  of 
the  various  industries,  to  probe  into  the 
pure  scientific  facts  on  which  these  pro- 
cesses are  based,  and  to  circulate  the 
results  of  their  research  .  .  .  leaving  it 
to  firms  to  master  these  results  and  to 
find  their  own  ways  of  applying  them  ? 
Or  is  it  part  of  the  duty  of  ■  a  research 
association  to  act  as  an  educational 
instrument  and  ...  to  translate  as 
many  as  possible  of  its  results  into  terms 
which  can  be  understood  even  by  business 
staffs  possessed  of  no  more  than  a  small 
dose  of  scientific  knowledge  ?  Again, 
should  the  research  associations  concen- 
trate on  carefully  considered  research 
programmes  of  their  own  devising ;  or 
should  they  be  ready  to  take  up,  within 
limits,  almost  any  problem  posed  to  them 
by  any  subscribing  firm,  and  to  advise 
such  firms  how  to  deal  with  their  own 
specific  problems  ?  .  .  .  industrial  con- 
sultants exist  in  any  number  only  in  a 
very  limited  range  of  trades,  and  .  .  . 
are  by  no  means  always  equipped  for 
giving  really  sound  advice." 
The  report  continues:  "There  can  be 
no  uniform  answer  to  these  questions,  irre- 
spective of  the  nature  of  the  industry."  The 
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older  industries,  it  is  held,  stand  in  greater 
need  of  a  bold  pursuance  of  collective  re- 
search than  do  modern  industries  based  on 
science  and  composed  of  comparatively  few 
firms  well  equipped  scientifically. 

Research  Associations 

At  this  point  we  turn  to  existing  records 
of  collective  research.  The  inauguration  of 
the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research,  reports  from  which  have  been 
reviewed  from  time  to  time  in  our  columns, 
took  place  at  the  end  of  191 6 :  the  Depart- 
ment has  never  been  too  well  supplied  with 
funds,  and  some  of  the  subjects  selected  by 
it  have  had  a  severely  academic  aspect. 
It  must  in  fairness  be  remembered  that  one 
of  its  objects  is  to  stimulate  the  systematic 
development  of  research.  '  On  this  side  it 
has  borne  good  fruit;  twenty-five  research 
associations  have  come  into  existence,  and 
three  more  are  in  process  of  formation.  The 
report  notes  that  these  associations  "have 
not  so  far  justified  the  hopes  of  their  found- 
ers," and  proceeds  to  furnish  probable 
reasons,  one  of  which  is  inadequate  expendi- 
ture. Turning  to  the.  United  States,  a  brief 
account  is  given  of  an  institution  that  has 
no  exact  counterpart  in  this  country,  the 
Mellon  Institute  of  Industrial  Research  at 
Pittsburg,  founded  in  1913: — 

"The  Institute  works  primarily  through 
a  system  of  research  fellowships  endowed 
by  firms  or  individuals.  The  manufac- 
turer pays  the  salaries  and  running  ex- 
penses, while  the  Institute  provides  the 
laboratory  facilities,  technical  assistance, 
and  what  is  even  more  important,  expert 
direction  in  the  organisation  and  methods 
of  industrial  research.  The  results  of  the 
research  become  the  exclusive  property 
of  the  donors  of  the  Fellowships  in  ques- 
tion. The  Institute  also  carries  out  a  large 
amount  of  pure  research  and  of  applied 
research  not  directed  to  profit-making, 
and  the  results  of  such  research  are  made 
generally  available  by  publication.  In 
addition,  the  Institute  serves  as  a  training 
centre  for  research  workers  in  a  variety 
of  fields." 

Other  agencies  of  this  type  are  in  existence 
in  the  U.S.A.,  though  none  covers  so  wide 
a  range  as  the  Mellon  Institute ;  and  on 
another  plane  the   Research  Corporation, 


founded  in  191 2  for  patenting  disc 
and  applying  the  proceeds  to  grants 
of  research,  is  mentioned.  In  a  con( 
article  financial  and  other  arrangeme 
research  will  be  discussed.

Adoption  of  a  simple  code  of  marking  of 
this  kind  would  be  perfectly  straight- 
forward for  the  few  gases  concerned. 
Possibly  the  use  of  the  newer  surfacing 
materials  would  necessitate  sending  out 
the  cylinders  in  protective  crates,  but  that 
would  be  all  to  the  good,  and  would  have 
the  additional  advantage  of  rendering  the 
containers  clean  and  pleasant  to  handle 
at  all  times.  It  goes  without  saying  that 
cylinders  intended  for  one  gas  should  in  no 
circumstances  be  used  for  another,  and  that 
medical  gases  should  be  completely  segre- 
gated from  those  destined  for  industrial  use. 

We  are  convinced  that  the  suggestions 
put  forward  have  only  to  be  brought,  with 
the  unhappy  circumstances  which  prompted 
them,  to  the  notice  of  the  makers  to  be 
given  serious  and  constructive  considera- 
tion, and  we  recommend  them  at  the  same 
time  to  the  public  at  large. 

East  African  Progress 

Developments  in  East  Africa  reviewed  in 
the  fifteenth  annual  report  of  the  East 
African  Agricultural  Research  Station  at 
Amani,  Tanganyika  Territory,  include  the 
building  of  a  camphor  factory  which  pro- 
duced 58,000  lb.  of  solid  camphor  and  oil 
during  the  year.  Active  experiments  were 
carried  out  in  the  production  of  cinchona, 
alongside  laboratory  investigations  and 
analyses,  together  with  experimental  work 
on  dehydrated  castor  oil,  glycerin,  stearine, 
and  malting  barley.  Problems  of  rubber 
production  were  explored,  and  examina- 
tions carried  out  on  samples  of  wild  and 
plantation  material,  while  work  on  devising 
alternative  coagulants  for  use  in  rubber 
plantations  was  also  begun.  The  services 
of  the  systematic  botanist  were  in  such 
demand  that  approximately  3,000  speci- 
mens were  received  for  identification  on 
behalf 'of  the  agricultural,  forestry,  geolo- 
gical, tsetse,  veterinary  and  medical  depart- 
ments of  the  colony,  and  altogether  the 
report  is  an  encouraging  indication  of 
activity  in  fields  of  close  concern  to  the  drug 
and  allied  trades  in  this  country. 
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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  Chemists'  De- 
fence Association  were  held  in  London  on 
July  26,  Alderman  W.  J.  Tristram  in  the 
chair.  Reports  of  meetings  of  the  Accounts, 
Staff,  and  Central  N.H.I.  Committees  were 
received  and  approved.  The  secretary's 
report  on  matters  which  had  arisen  since  the 
previous  meeting  was  received. 

Joint  Industrial  Council 

The  Secretary  reported  that  a  full  meet- 
ing of  the  National  Joint  Industrial  Council 
for  Retail  Pharmacy  had  been  held  on  July 
3,  Sir  John  Forster  in  the  chair.  The  draft 
agreement  on  minimum  wages  and  working 
conditions  previously  prepared  by  the  Joint 
Negotiating  Committee  was  the  principal 
item  on  the  agenda.  The  employers'  side 
representatives  had  indicated  that  they  were 
prepared  to  recommend  their  organisations 
to  adopt  the  draft  agreement,  but  the  Trade 
Union  side  stated  that  it  was  unable  to 
recommend  adoption  of  the  draft,  and  the 
matter  was  remitted  to  the  Joint  Negotiating 
Committee  for  re-examination.  At  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Committee  on  July  21  the  Trade 
Union  side  asked  for  the  matter  to  be  allowed 
to  remain  in  abeyance  for  three  or  four 
months,  and  this  course  was  agreed  to. 

The  employers'  side  of  the  Retail  Dis- 
tributive Trades'  Conference  requested  a 
contribution  of  £5  from  each  organisation 
wishing  to  continue  in  association  with  it ; 
payment  of  this  amount  was  approved. 
The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Board  of 
Trade  was  considering  changes  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Location  of  Retail  Businesses 
Order  occasioned  by  the  number  of  applica- 
tions for  licences  which  were  being  received 
from  discharged  soldiers. 

Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941 

The  Secretary  reported  that  it  had  come 
to  his  notice  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  arranging,  with  the  Association 
of  Wholesale  Druggists,  a  test  case  in  the 
courts  concerning  certain  aspects  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941.  As  the 
action  must  involve  vital  principles  affecting 
retail  chemists,  it  was  resolved  to  send  a 
formal  letter  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
asking  for  an  early  meeting  of  the  Liaison 
Committee,  so  that  the  N.P.U.  could  be 
informed  of  the  Society's  intentions. 

Receipt  of  many  letters  relative  to  Lord 
Trent's  recent  statement  in  the  House  of 
Lords  was  reported.  In  view  of  publicity 
given  to  this  statement  in  the  national  Press,

NITROUS  OXIDE  IN  PLACE 
OF  OXYGEN 

A  verdict  that  death  was  accidentally  due 
to  the  administration  of  nitrous  oxide  in 
error  was  given  at  an  inquest  on  a  2^-year- 
old  child  at  Bath  on  July  25.  The  patholo- 
gist at  the  Royal  United  Hospital,  in  the 
operating  theatre  of  which  the  death  oc- 
curred, said  the  post-mortem  findings  were 
consistent  with  death  from  respiratory 
asphyxia  caused  by  nitrous  oxide.  The 
anaesthetist  stated  that  on  July  18  an  opera- 
tion was  to  be  performed  on  the  boy,  and 
she  administered  the  nitrous  oxide  and 
oxygen.  Before  doing  so  she  examined  the 
machine  and  found  it  in  order,  as  she- 
thought.  One  could  see  whether  it  was 
connected  up  properly.  What  she  did  not 
check  was  the  cylinders  that  contained  the 
gases.  It  was  possible  to  check  them,  but  it 
was  not  the  practice.  She  relied  on  some- 
body else,  though  it  was  her  responsibility. 

The  child  stopped  breathing  and  she 
stopped  the  nitrous  oxide  and  continued 
what  she  thought  was  oxygen.  The  child 
did  not  start  breathing  again,  and  the 
heart  became  weaker,  so  she  passed  a  tube 
down  the  throat  to  inflate  the  lungs,  but  the 
heart  finally  stopped  beating.  Then  she  had 
another  look  at  the  apparatus  and  found  that 
a  nitrous  oxide  cylinder  had  been  placed 
under  the  oxygen  reducing  valve  in  error. 
Everything  else  was  in  order.  It  was  not 
very  easy  to  recognise  the  difference  between 
the  cylinders  these  days.  A  nurse  gave  evi- 
dence that  it  was  part  of  her  duty  to  change 
the  cylinders.  She  did  so  in  preparation  for 
this  operation.  Looking  at  the  machine  to 
see  what  was  required  she  found  the  two 
oxygen  cylinders  empty.  From  the  cup- 
board she  took  two  cylinders  which  she 
thought  contained  oxygen,  but  discovered 
afterwards  they  contained  nitrous  oxide. 
She  could  not  have  checked  them  properly. 
She  was  accustomed  to  the  work. 


Quinine  Poisoning. — A  verdict  in  accord 
with  the  medical  evidence  was  given  at 
Waterloo,  Liverpool,  recently,  at  a  re- 
sumed inquest  on  James  Morley,  Crosby, 
who  died  after  taking  at  least  30  gr.  of 
quinine.

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LABELLING  SUMMONSES  DISMISSED 


Non-disclosure  of  one  of  the  ingredi- 
ents of  a  proprietary  medicine  was  the 
pomt  at  issue  at  Bow  Street,  London, 
police  court  on  July  6,  when  Heppells 
(1932),  Ltd.,  Vauxhall  Bridge  Road,  S.W.i, 
were  summoned  for  selling,  at  their  Picca- 
dilly branch,  a  preparation,  Taxol,  recom- 
mended as  a  medicine,  without  having 
affixed  a  label  showing  the  appropriate 
designation  of  the  substance  so  recom- 
mended, or  of  each  of  the  active  constitu- 
ents, or  each  of  the  ingredients  with  which 
it  was  compounded,  and  Continental  Lab- 
oratories Ltd.,  Great  Russell  Street,  W.C.2, 
said  to  be  the  distributors  of  the  product, 
were  summoned  for  aiding  and  abetting. 
Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  prosecuting  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  said  the  case  re- 
lated to  the  sale  of  a  substance  which  had 
a  large  sale  and  was  extensively  recom- 
mended to  the  medical  profession  and  phar- 
macists for  the  treatment  of  constipation. 
In  advertising  matter  the  substance  was 
referred  to  as  a  biological  or  physiological 
process  of  curing  constipation,  and  the 
suggestion  was  made  that  it  was  preferable 
to  an  aperient,  or  purgative  drugs,  which 
caused  inflammation  of  the  bowels.  The 
label  was  incomplete,  as  the  constituents 
were  not  all  mentioned.  The  formula  set 
out  the  ingredients  as  intestinal  gland 
extract,  biliary  extract,  agar  agar,  and  lactic 
ferment.  Analysis  showed  that  there  was 
also  a  substantial  proportion  of  aloes,  a 
recognised  purgative. 

No-  Slur  on  Retailer 

Messrs.  Heppells  were  a  perfectly  respect- 
able firm  of  pharmacists,  and  it  was  sheer 
bad  luck  that  they  had  been  selected  for  the 
purpose  of  the  prosecution.  If  it  had  been 
possible  to  by-pass  the  retailer  and  go 
straight  for  the  wholesale  distributor,  or  the 
manufacturers,  the  Society  would  have  done 
so.  They  did  not  wish  to  cast  any  slur  on 
the  high  reputation  of  Messrs.  Heppells,  and 
they  asked  for  nothing  more  than  a  nominal 
penalty  against  them.  There  was  some 
doubt  as  to  whether  Continental  Labora- 
tories, Ltd.,  were  the  manufacturers  or  the 
sole  distributing  agents.  An  inspector  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  said  that  the 
managing  director  of  Continental  Labora- 
tories, Ltd.,  had  told  him  he  had  no  know- 
ledge of  the  formulas  other  than  that 
printed  on  the  label.  The  public  analyst  for 
Westminster  informed  the  management 
that  none  of  the  ingredients  disclosed  on 
the  label  would  have  any  purgative  action.

The  Pyrethrum  Board  of 
now  distributes  seed  from  selected 
yrethrin-containing   plants  supplied 
Department  of  Agriculture.

seed  loses  its  viability  fairly  rapidly  and 
should  not  be  stored  for  long  periods. 

The  flowers  must  be  picked  when  there 
is  no  external  moisture  on  them,  either  dew 
or  rainfall,  as  this  is  likely  to  cause  heating 
before  the  flowers  are  dried,  with  deleterious 
effects  on  the  colour  and  appearance  of  the 
dried  product  and  also  on  its  pyrethrin 
content.  For  these  reasons  picking  should 
not  be  begun  early  in  the  morning.  The 
flowers  are  picked  into  wicker-work  baskets 
(which  allow  access  of  air  at  the  sides  and 
so  prevent  heating),  and  should  be  taken 
to  the  drying  plant  at  once.  The  average 
amount  of  flowers  picked  daily  varies  from 
25  to  30  lb.  of  fresh  flowers,  and  the  pickings 
may  range  from  250  lb.  of  dried  flowers  per 
acre  in  high  altitudes  down  to  9  lb.  in  low 
altitudes. 

In  Kenya,  great  care  is  taken  to  ensure 
that  only  flowers  at  the  correct  stage  of 
maturity  are  collected,  i.e.  when  at  least 
three  or  four  rows  of  disc  florets  are  fully 
open.  Buds  and  immature  flowers  contain 
less  pyrethrin,  and  should  not  be  collected. 
The  annual  yield  of  dry  flowers  varies  from 
1,000  lb.  per  acre  in  the  higher  altitudes 
(over  8,500  ft.)  to  500  lb.  at  lower  eleva- 
tions (down  to  7,000  ft.). 


Deep  cultivation  (in  excess  of  6-8  in.)  is 
not  necessary  for  pyrethrum,  which  by 
nature  is  shallow-rooted,  but  a  reasonably 
firm  bed  is  desirable  before  planting  out  the 
seedlings  or  root  divisions.  Continuous 
weeding  reduces  the  compactness  of  the 
soil,  *so  that  the  life  of  the  plantation  is  from 
three  to  five  years.  It  is  therefore  necessary 
to  replant  from  15  to  33  per  cent,  annually, 
although  the  pyrethrin.  content  of  the 
flowers  does  not  seem  to  decrease  with 
increasing  age.  If  the  field  is  allowed  to 
become  weedy,  the  plants  are  not  healthy 
and  the  pyrethrin  content  is  decreased.  It 
is  advisable  not  to  replant  pyrethrum 
immediately  after  removal,  but  to  grow  peas 
or  cereals  for  one  year,  so  that  weeds  such 
as  sorrel  can  be  effectively  destroyed. 


Rubber  Tyre  Economy. — An  appeal  for 
the  utmost  economy  in  the  use  of  motor-car 
tyres  is  being  made  by  the  Directorate  of 
Tyres  of  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  which 
points  out  that,  if  a  tyre  is  submitted  for 
replacement  while  capable  of  being  retreaded , 
50  per  cent,  of  the  rubber  required  to  make 
a  new  tyre,  and  100  per  cent,  of  the  tyre 
fabric,  are  saved.

COMMERCIAL  NOTES 

Rubber  from  Egypt. — A  report  from  Cairo 
indicates  that  three  varieties  of  rubber 
brought  from  America  are  growing  satis- 
factorily in  Egypt. 

Spanish  Olive  Oil  Production. — Current 
Spanish  olive  oil  production  is  estimated  at 
354,000  metric  tons,  of  which  276,000  metric 
tons  comprise  edible  oil. 

French  Moroccan  Olive  Oil. — Olive  oil 
products  in  French  Morocco  from  the  1 943-44 
crop  is  expected  to  be  7,000  metric  tons 
(about  half  the  output  for  1942-43). 

U.S.  Production  of  Langbeinite. — Lang- 
beinite,  a  double  salt  of  potassium  and 
magnesium  sulphate,  valued  as  a  source  of 
fertiliser,  is  being  produced  in  considerable 
quantities  from  a  potash  mine  near  Carls- 
bad, New  Mexico.

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INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

Ayrshire. — During  the  last  six  months  of 
1943,  prescriptions  dispensed  in  the  Insur- 
ance Committee's  area  totalled  75,000  and 
cost  £6, 200.  The  figures  involve  an  in- 
crease of  10,400  in  prescription  forms  and 
^1,005  in  cost  over  the  1942  levels. 

Bath. — The  Insurance  Committee  on 
July  27  considered  statistics  which  showed 
that,  in  February  1944,  9,568  prescriptions 
were  dispensed  in  the  area  at  an  average 
cost  of  3-76gd.  per  insured  person.  For 
March  the  corresponding  figures  were  11,008 
and  4-226d. 

Blackburn. — During  May,  27,073  pre- 
scriptions were  dispensed  by  chemists  in  the 
area  of  the  Insurance  Committee  at  a  cost 
of  £i,339  (ingredients  £732).  During  the 
March  quarter  the  average  cost  of  pre- 
scriptions per  insured  person  in  Blackburn 
and  nearby  areas  was  :  Blackburn,  17-4:^. ; 
Oldham,  i8-27d. ;  Rochdale,  i7-83d. ;  Burn- 
ley, i7-03d.  ;  Westmorland,  i6-3id. ;  Bolton, 
14-23(1.  ;  Preston,  i4-g2d. ;  Barrow-in- 
Furness,  i3-i8d. 

Coventry. — Since  a  protest  was  sent  by 
the  Insurance  Committee  that  a  further 
call-up  of  pharmacists  and  dispensers  in 
the  area  would  have  a  serious  detrimental 
effect  on  the  service  provided  for  the  insured 
population  (C.  dv  D.,  April  8,  p.  391)  two 
more  chemists'  shops  have  been  closed : 
one  owing  to  death  and  the  other  on  account 
of  the  call-up  of  its  manager.  Mr.  C.  H. 
Welton,  M.P.S.,  stated  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Insurance  Committee,  held  on  July  17, 
that  the  manager  of  another  -central  shop 
was  leaving  for  the  Forces  during  the  fol- 
lowing week.  It  was  absolutely  impossible 
to  replace  qualified  men  and  the  position 
was  becoming  more  serious.  A  member 
stated  that  he  would  bring  the  matter 
before  the  notice  of  the  Ministry  of  Inform- 
ation. The  Clerk  reported  that  during  1943 
prescriptions  made  up  in  the  area  totalled 
283,729,  an  average  of  about  7,000  per 
Panel  chemist. 

Glasgow. — The  annual  report  of  the 
Burgh  Insurance  Committee  shows  that 
501,841  persons  (287,429  males  and  214,412 
female^)  were  entitled  to  medical  benefit  on 
January  1.  Insured  persons  in  Scotland 
as  a  whole  numbered  2,075,861.  1,182,468 
resided  in  burghs  and  893,393  in  counties. 

West  Midlands. — Prescriptions  priced  in 
the  area  of  the  West  Midlands  Pricing 
Bureau  during  1943  totalled  5,895,443.
